uncertainty places all-important 
problems before the Students' So- 
ciety. Chief among them in the 
nc.\t year will probably be the in- 
creasing stringency of war eco- 
nonne>. and the ever-present danger 
of allowing war hysteria to destroy 
the normal balance of student life. 

McGiU's greatest need in the face 
of the new wartime difficulties is 
the vita! and energetic le.ideiihip 
ÔÎ the Students' Executive Council. 
This group of reprcscr.tativcs has 
now the task of constant adjust- 
ment to changing circumstances so 
as to maintain, as far as possible, 
normal activities within the Univer- 
sity. 

The Council has an even greater 
responsibility. Now, more than ever 
before, the normally apathetic stu- 
dent must be brought to a realiza- 
tion of his responsibilities and privi- 
leges as a member of the Students' 
Society. The life and progress of 
an organisation depends upon the 
interest of its members. 

I believe thai University ac;i\'i- 
ties at the present time are not ful- 
fdling their potentialities. I am 
con\'inced that participation therein 
can be made more desirable to the 
average student, and that a fuller 
social and athletic schedule can be 
introduced without prejudicing cur- 
ricular endeavor. 

Finally, sanity is essential in 
these abnormal times. To preserve 
it, I shall make every effort as 
President of the Executive Council 
to stimulate co-operative and ration- 
al conduct of student affairs.

ably enjoy groiitor iiiiliiiioiny In 
running our student affairs Ihnn do 
the students of any other Canadian 
university. Since the students over 
thirty years ago persuaded the Uni- 
versity to Rive them authority to 
m,inagc their .student iiclivitics the 
Student.*;' Society h,is consistently 
set an example to all other orgiini- 
zations as a soundly run and sound- 
ly financed society. 

The sucQess of the Students' 
Society depends upQn the interest 
and activity of the inidividual stu- 
dent. Only by active members can 
there be an active Students' Society. 

In the handbook which the Stu- 
dents' Socie'ty publishes each fall 
there are listed over 100 activities 
which come under the supervision 
of the Students' Society.^ The suc- 
cess of these activities over the 
past years is an indication of the 
ability- which McGill students have 
to successfully organize and admin- 
ister their own affairs. 

Since it is not feasible for each 
student to actively run all these 
activities himself, certain of his 
powers have been delegated to the 
Students' Executive Council and 
various club executives. Although 
be has delegated this power he has 
not relinquished it, but best main- 
tains it by choosing executives who 
will be most responsible to him. 

Following are certain things 
which 1 think will, within the next 
year come to the attention of the 
student body. 

1. Freshman Reception Programm* 

A very important function of the 
Students' Executive Council ix the 
part it plays in welcoming each fall 
the new students who enter McGill. 
This programme was inaugurated 
four years ago and has been ex- 
tended each year. Last fall a plan 
•A-as put in operation whereby an 
elder student was assigned to a 
frc-ihman to help him become more 
quickly acquainted with his new 
university surroundings. 

Those v,'ho a fev/ months ago 
v.ere entering .is freshmen have 
now become a vital part of our uni- 
vërsity. A few months hence they 
in turn will be playing host to an- 
other generation of first year stu- 
dents and I think il is important 
that Ihotc v.ho have just p.is.'icd 
th..- frr-.-hman btiige do ail they (.'iin 
to help. For those who look part In 
last fall's programme and have gone 
through that rather lost experience 
of entering a new university life 
fhould be in the best position to 
.njjnoye the present *ystem of in 
Iroducing the new crop of freihrm n 
to McGill. i hope thai ihote v/ho 
have recently graduated from the 
freshman class will co-operate by 
helping in every possible way lo 
v.'elcorne and encourage Ihose, new 
comers to McOill next fall, 
t. Gjrmnaaium. 

A dream of some forty years haa 
fi/ially i-Oine Init v/ilh the (■om- 
plctioii of Hit: fvlc(jill Gymnaaiinn- 
Armoury. This v/ill bring a great 
expansion in our athletic pro- 
gramme which has in the past been 
handicapped by a lack of adequate 
playing space. With llic addilloii of 
an intra'mural manager for our iri- 
tra-mural programme, under proper 
organisation ihere *ï\Qu\A bo such 
a variety of aclivities thai Ihere 
will be an athletic inlereal for every 
student, (n Ihls organisation f em- 
phati/c Ihc iiei-i.ti-ily of adeijiia'.e 
studL'til rcpiciicjiialioii in Ihe ad- 
mlojjt^ri)fi9n'f>f ayiiiiia.,niiii and 
its progranime as a guaraiiiee that 
(his inslitulion will always be oper- 
ated in Ihe best interest of Iht stu- 
dent body, tor whom it v;as built.

Before presenting my platform 11 
should be mentioned that inasmuch 
as my program meet.', with your 
approval 1 sh.nll do the' iilmusl in 
my power to carry the same to a 
successful end. 

It is not my plan to present a de- 
t.iilcd account of what I intend lo 
,nccnmpli.';h .-îhould 1 bo elecled to 
this office, but merely an nviUine 
whereby the interested student may 
seen wherein my chief interests lie. 

There is no higher office on the 
McGill campus than that of Presi- 
dent of the Students' Council and 
no greater honor can be done a stu- 
dent than to be elected to this same 
position. However, it must be clear- 
ly borne in mind that the president 
is merely your representative and 
embodies your ideas and your 
wishes, so that it is really your 
platform that will be fulfilled, not 
necessarily the one appearing be- 
low. 

II is with these thoughts in mind 
that I would have you read my 
platform, which is evolved around 
two main themes, namely: 

A. Campus activities— to include 

1) Scholarships 

2) Campus Clubs 

3) Freshman activities 

B. Athletics 
Scholarships 

Scholarship looks after itself 
pretty well as it is entirely de- 
pendent on the individual, but cer- 
tainly well directed effort on the 
part of a student should not go un- 
rewarded and I am , definitely in 
favor of increasing the number of 
scholarships and rewards, especially 
in the field of exchange scholar- 
ships. 

Campus Clubs 

It has been definitely shown in 
the past thai clubs are a necessity 
on any campus and merit the high- 
est recognition from any student 
executive. I am in full favor nf a 
closer association bclwccn the Slu 
dents' Council and every club. In 
order that proper assistance may be 
given them in carrying out their 
particular aims. 

Freshman Aclivtiex, 
With the Inlroducllon of the 
Freshman Progrnnt n few yonrs ago, 
new students coming to McGill have 
enjoyed many benefits and the 
aaalstancc given them to accnmmo 
date themselves In college life Is 
especlally commendable. 1 feel that 
this effort can be extended some 
whal and continued Ihrmigh (he 
year. It Is during one's freshmnn 
year lli.il idciis of r(]|logo spirit arc 
developed or are not developed and 
in order lo have « good McGill 
jtplril prevailing, il must bo 
Initiateri and Insllllcd properly. I 
feel the "Freshman Pep nallies' 
held In conjunction with mnjnr 
campus oi'i'iuriMicoa thriiughoiil III 
year would help altuin this end 
These rallies could lake many 
forms and could be held in Ihe new 
gymnasium under (he auspices of 
Ihe Sludenls' Cmincil. I think this 
plan might gn a long way in 
diaperslnjf Ihe bludent apathy which 
han a great tendency to arise ii; 
city colleges, 
Alhlellc*.

Professor Maclennan gave the 

viewpoint on ethics of some biolog- 
ists in an address on "Science and 
Etliics" before members of the 
Biological Society in the Union 
Music Room last night. He stressed 
the opinion of Professor E. G. Conk 
lin, and discussed the possibility of 
having a science of ethics. 

Professor Maclennan stated that 
he did not believe that there could 
be a science of ethics in t'ne sense 
in which biology or physics is 
science, since that would depend 
upon whether an experimental 
method could be applied to ethics 
and he did not believe this was 
possible, the laws of ethics allow- 
ing for no e.vpcriment 

In discussing freedom, which h 
found to be a philosophical concept 
Professor Maclennan said that he 
believed that in theory an mdiv 
dual may be allowed as much free- 
dom in a democratic state as i: 
consistent with governmental con 
trol for the common good, and 
pointed out that' a person may be 
free In society, but be a slave to his 
own nature. 

He con'iiuied by givitig fhc view- 
point of tho ph:lo,<\->pher a* being 
of a general nature. "The philoso 
pher," Professor Maclennan stated 
"looks at lite as at the general con 
tour of a map, without looking at 
any of the detail, leaving this lo 
the biologist and othcr.s. 1 asi'ee 
w ith l'ro(es.>'0r Conkliu." he ivnchid 
ed, "that science has etuitributcd 
much to (he practical ethics of life 
I believe that it is in ethics that 
philosophy has the greatest con 
tact with human life. In passing 
from scieuk'f to ethics we pass from 
the pheiiomeual (o the personal 
point of view."

Doris Alcock Steals Acting 
Honours— Producer Makes 
Appearance 



Nine lectures delivered here laat 
January and February by three au- 
thorities on econoTOics and politics, 
and the address given by the la'.c 
I»rd Twcedsmuir to ccr.cl'jde the 
group, are to be published within 
ten days by the Oxford University 
Press in a volume called "The State 
in Society," which was the general 
title of the series. 

The lecture scries was opened by 
three addresses given by Professor 
Robert Warren of the Institute for 
Advanced Study at Princeton Uni- 
versity. Professor Warren deaK with 
the changes in the structure of so- 
iety and the relation between the 
stdte and its business organizatior. 

The second group of three lec- 
tures was delivered by Professor 
Leo Wolman, authority on labour 
problenns at Columbia University. 
Professor Wolman treated such as- 
pects of the general subject as em- 
ployment, labour relations, and in- 
dustrial democracy. 

Henry Clay, economic adviser to 
the Bank of England, concluded the 
series. His lectures were concerned 
with liberalism, nationalism, and 
parliamentary government. 

In his remarks at the end of the 
lecture series, the late Lord 
Tweedsmuir warned against the 
study of any single phase of the 
social sciences in isolation. This, 
His Excellency feared, might lead 
to ideological intolerance and was 
menace to the English language 
in that it tended to develop a tech- 
nical jargon.
